Road Taxes Most be Paid in Cash and 


Headmasters May be Appointed 


for Entire Township 


..An "iiportant puce of legislation of 
the lait legislature and affecting all 
the townships, of theslato in all mat 
ters pertaining to their roads is the 
new ^ood roails law It makes several 
important changes affecting fie duties 
of tho supcrv isors, with which the 
snpen isors of the townships in this 
ucclion should become acquainted 
and aleo aflects the levjing of road 
tax 
Copies of the new Jaw are now 


being circulated among the super 
visois 


I nder tho old law, the taxpayers 


and supervisors had the option of pay 
n|g a cash road tax or of working out 
the load tax, but the new law pro- 
vides that the road lax in the future 
must be jiuid in cash and no taxes 
shall be payable in laboi or worked 
out 


To aid the townships in the woik 


of making better roads,each township 
is to receive annually fiom the state a 
bonus of 50 per cent 
to the total 


amount of the toad tax collected in 
bald township, pnnidpd that the said 
amount shall not exceed V2U for each 
inileof to\ui ihip loud 


The supervisors of the townships of 


the second cluss me to meet on the 
first Monday in Decembei, 1311, and 
orgaiilre by electing one of U eir num- 
ber as chairman, and shull appoint a 
secretary and n tieasurer, who may 
or may not be a member of the 
board, but who shall not be a road 
master 
The secretary shall perform 


the duties of 
the township clerk, 


which lattei office is abolished 


Another important change in the 


Ian relates to the appointment of road 
masters in the townships 
Aftei or- 


gani/atiou 
the supervisors must di- 


vide the township into one 01 more 
road districts and maj employ a su 
perintendent foi the cntlie township 
or a rondnmster for each district 


It also piovides that nothing in the 


act shall prohibit the township super 
visors 
hum. working on the loads 


themselves instead of emplojing ft su 
perintendent or raadtrmster 


The compensation of the supervisors 


•when oveiseemgor working m the 
roads themsehes is to be fixed by the 
township auditois, and shall not be 
less than ipl 50 per day and not more 
than $,3 a day 


Supervisors shall not furnish any 


materials used in the building of the 
roads biidges etc 


Ihere shall a be penalty imposed 


for refusal to pay the road tax, the 
same to be collected as other debts 


The new act is quue l<nnth} 
and 


goes i«to details as to the duties of the 
supervisors 
penalties etc , and ap 


propnated one million dollars, to carry 
out the provisions of the act in giving 
fifty per cent to the road tax collect- 
ed by the townships as a bonus foi 
aiding in the good road work

ALL SUPERVISORS 


Road Taxe, Hut be Paid in Caih and 


Roadmaatcrs M«y be Appointed 


for Entire Township. 


An important piece of legislation of 


tbe last Legislature and affecting all 
trie townshlpi, of tbe state in all mat- 
ters pertaining to tbclr roads is the 
jiew good roads law It makes several 
important changes affecting the duties 
ot the supervisors, with which the 
supervisors of the townships in this 
section should 
become acquainted, 


and also aflects the levying of road 
tax. 
Copies of the new law are now 


being 
« rculated among HIP super- 
visois. 


Under the old law, the taxpayers 


and supervisors bad the option of pay- 
Isg n cash road tax, or of working out 
the load tax, but the ne,v law pro- 
vide? that the road tax in the future 
must bo puid in cash and no taxes 
shuli be pa} able in laborer worked 
out 


To aid the tow nships in the woik 


of making bettei roads,each township 
is to receive annually fiom the state a 
bonus of 50 per cent 
to the total 


amount of the road tax collected iu 
said township, provided that the said 
amount shall not exceed J>20 for each 
mile of township road 


The supervisors of the townships of 


the second cluss me to meet on the 
first Monday in Decembei, 1911, and 
organize by electing one of their num- 
ber as chairman, and shiill appoint a 
secretary and a treasurer, who may 
or may not be a member of the 
board, but who shall not be a road- 
master 
The secretary shall perform 


the duties of 
the township clerk, 


which latter office is abolished. 


Another important change in the 


law relates to the appointment of road- 
roasters in the townships 
Aftei or- 


giiiil/.aUoi], the supervisors must di- 
vide the township into one or more 
road districts and rnaj employ a su- 
perinteudent for the entile township 
or a locdmnster foi each district 


It ulso piovides that nothing In the 


act shall prohibit the township super- 
vlsois fiom working on the roads 
themselves instead of employing a su- 
perintendent or roadmaster 


The compensation of the supervisors 


when overseeing or working un the 
roads themselves is to be fixed by the 
township auditors, and shall not be 
leas than $1 60 per day and not more 
than $•) a day. 


Supei visors shall not furnish any 


materials used in the building of the 
roads, bridges, etc. 


There shall a be penalty imposed 


for refusal to pay the road tax, the 
same to be collected as other debts. 


The new ait is q'me lengthy, and 


goes iiito details as to the duties of the 
supervisors, penalties, etc , and i>p- 
proprifited one million dollars to carry 
out tlu provisions of the act in giv m'g 
fifty pi'r cent to the road tax collect- 
ed by the townships as a bonus foi 
aiding in the good road work. 


In feigning the bill however, Gov- 


ernor Tener cut down the appropria- 
tion to $SOO,OUO
